PREAMBLE 
THE CONFERENCE, 

CONFIRMING THE PRINCIPLES AND RECOMMENDATIONS CONTAINED 
IN THE FINAL ACT OF THE 1ST INTER-PARLIAMENTARY CONFERENCE ON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EUROPEAN CO-OPERATION AND SECURITY, ADOPTED IN HELSINKI ON 
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JANUARY 31, 1973, THE RESULTS OF WHICH HAVE FAVOURABLY CONTRIBUTED 
TO THE PROCESS OF DETENTE AND CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE, 

CONSCIOUS OF THE EFFORTS MADE SINCE THEN BY THE 
PARTICIPATING GROUPS AND THEIR RESPECTIVE GOVERNMENTS IN ORDER 
TO ELIMINATE TENSIONS, CONSOLIDATE PEACE AND SECURITY IN EUROPE, 
IMPROVE THE POLITICAL, ECONOMIC, CULTURAL AND HUMAN RELATIONS 
BETWEEN ALL STATES CONCERNED, THUS CONTRIBUTING TO UNIVERSAL 
PEACE AND PROSPERITY, AND CONVINCED OF THE NEED RESOLUTELY TO 
PURSUE SUCH EFFORTS, 

CONVINCED OF THE IMPORTANCE OF ESTABLISHING, IN PARTICULAR,

1. APPEALS TO THE GOVERNMENTS REPRESENTED AT THE

THE CONFERENCE, 

DEEPLY CONSCIOUS THAT DETENTE, CO-OPERATION AND SECURITY IN 
EUROPE IS A CORNERSTONE OF PEACE AND PROSPERITY THROUGHOUT 
THE WORLD, 

EXPRESSING THE WISH THAT EUROPEAN DETENTE WILL DEVELOP INTO 
A WORLD-WIDE GENERAL PROCESS WHICH, WITH THE EQUAL PARTICIPATION 
OF ALL COUNTRIES CONCERNED, SHOULD LEAD TO PEACEFUL SOLUTIONS

INCLUDING FREEDOM OF THOUGHT, CONSCIENCE, RELIGION 
OR BELIEF; 

- EQUAL RIGHTS AND SELF-DETERMINATION OF PEOPLES; 
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- CO-OPERATION AMONG STATES; 

- FULFILMENT IN GOOD FAITH OF OBLIGATIONS UNDER 
INTERNATIONAL LAW; 
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2. REQUESTS, WITH THE OBJECT OF PROMOTING THE EFFECTIVE 
APPLICATION OF THESE PRINCIPLES, THE GOVERNMENTS, 

AFTER THE CLOSE OF THE CSCE AND ACCORDING TO THE 
DECISIONS ADOPTED THERE, TO CONTINUE THEIR EFFORTS 

TO ELABORATE NEW PROCEDURES AND AN EFFECTIVE SYSTEM 
FOR THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES; 

3. WELCOMES RECENT PROGRESS IN MULTILATERAL AND BILATERAL 
TALKS ON DISARMAMENT, AND NOTES THAT SUCH EFFORTS, 

AIMED AT FURTHER CONCRETE DISARMAMENT MEASURES, WILL 
CONTRIBUTE TO STRENGTHENING PEACE AND SECURITY IN EUROPE; 

4. INVITES THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF ALL 
PARTICIPANT COUNTRIES OF THE CSCE TO STIMULATE 
EFFORTS IN THE FIELD OF REDUCTION OF ARMAMENTS AND 
ARMED FORCES IN EUROPE AND TO TAKE ACTION FOR THE 
ADOPTION AT THE CSCE IN GENEVA OF PRINCIPLES WHICH 
WOULD PROTECT THE INTERESTS OF ALL EUROPEAN STATES 
IN THE AREA OF SECURITY; 

5. CALLS UPON GOVERNMENTS PARTICIPATING IN THE VIENNA 
TALKS ON MUTUAL REDUCTION OF FORCES AND ARMAMENTS 
AND ASSOCIATED MEASURES IN CENTRAL EUROPE TO 
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ACCELERATE AGREEMENT ON SUCH REDUCTIONS WITH A

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6. INVITES GOVERNMENTS TO INTENSIFY EFFORTS FOR THE

8. CALLS UPON T EE GOVERNMENTS OF ALL EUROPEAN STATES 
ACTIVELY TO PARTICIPATE IN AND TO SUPPORT THE 
UNDERTAKING OF A COMPREHENSIVE STUDY OF THE QUESTION 
OF NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONES IN ALL OF ITS ASPECTS, 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 
3261 F (XXIX) OF DECEMBER 9, 1974; 

9. NOTES THE GREAT SIGNIFICANCE THAT THE STRENGTHENING 
OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN EUROPE HAS FOR THE ENSURING 
OF UNIVERSAL PEACE, PARTICULARLY IN THE ADJACENT 
REGIONS INCLUDING THE MEDITERRANEAN, AND SUPPORTS THE 
ELIMINATION OF SOURCES OF TENSION IN THE IMMEDIATE 
VICINITY OF EUROPE, BEARING IN MIND THE CLOSE INTER- 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN EUROPEAN AND MEDITERRANEAN 
SECURITY; 

10. CALLS FOR CONTINUED NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS 
TO SUPPRESS INTERNATIONAL TERRORIST ACTS AND TO ENSURE

SUCH ACTS; 
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1 1 . CALLS UPON THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF ALL 
PARTICIPANT COUNTRIES OF THE CSCE TO CONTRIBUTE TO 
THE REALIZATION OF THE RIGHT OF NATIONAL MINORITIES 

TO THEIR FREE AND EQUAL DEVELOPMENT, IN ORDER TO 
ENABLE THEM TO BECOME A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT IN THE 
STRENGTHENING OF CO-OPERATION BETWEEN NEIGHBOURING 
PEOPLES; 

12. SUPPORTS THE DECISIONS OF THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY 
AND CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE WHICH WILL CONTRIBUTE TO

PROCEEDING FROM THE FACT THAT THE CONDITIONS FOR 
THIS CO-OPERATION WILL IMPROVE AS PEACE AND SECURITY BECOME 
MORE STABLE AND AS THE POLICY OF PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AND 
CO-OPERATION AMONG STATES WITH DIFFERENT ECONOMIC SYSTEMS 
BECOMES INCREASINGLY EFFICIENT, 

WELCOMING THE CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS WHICH HAS ALREADY 
BEEN MADE DURING THE SECOND STAGE OF THE CSCE IN DRAFTING FINAL 
RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION AND WHICH 
PROVIDES PROOF THAT IT IS POSSIBLE TO AGREE MULTILATERALLY ON 
RECOMMENDATIONS DESIGNED TO GIVE GREATER EFFECTIVE VALUE TO 
EXISTING FACTS AND TO EXPLOIT NEW POSSIBILITIES TO MUTUAL 
ADVANTAGE, 
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NOTING WITH SATISFACTION THAT THE ALREADY EXISTING 

CONCRETE RECOMMENDATIONS ARE ORIENTED TOWARDS AN INTENSIFICATION 

AND AN EXPANSION OF CO-OPERATION IN TRADE, INDUSTRY. SCIENCE 

AND TECHNOLOGY, PROTECTION OF THE ENVIRONMENT AND OTHER AREAS TO 
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CREATE THE MOST FAVOURABLE CONDITIONS FOR EXPANDING, IN THE 
INTEREST OF ALL, THE VOLUME AND FORMS OF ECONOMIC RELATIONS 
AMONG STATES WITH DIFFERENT ECONOMIC SYSTEMS, 

STRESSING THE IMPORTANCE OF ESTABLISHING RELATIONS 

BASED ON PERFECT EQUALITY OF RIGHTS AMONG ALL NATIONS, ON THE 

RESPECT FOR THE RIGHT OF EVERY PEOPLE TO BE THE SOLE MASTER OF 

ITS NATIONALRESOURCES AND TO DECIDE INDEPENDENTLY ON THEIR 

UTILIZATION, 

HEEDFUL OF THE WORK ALREADY CARRIED OUT IN THESE FIELDS 
BY EXISTING INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND RESPECTING EXISTING 
BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL OBLIGATIONS, 

INVITES THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS: 

(A) TO MAKE EFFORTS TO DEVELOP MUTUAL CO-OPERATION, 

ON THE BASIS OF EQUALITY AND COMMUNITY OF INTERESTS 
TO THE BENEFIT OF ALL THE COUNTRIES OF EUROPE, 

WHILE ELIMINATING OBSTACLES WHICH STAND IN ITS WAY; 

(B) TO INTENSIFY THE JOINT ENDEAVOURS OF EUROPEAN 
STATES FOR THE SOLUTION OF THE SIGNIFICANT 
ECONOMIC PROBLEMS CONFRONTING EUROPE AND THE 
WORLD IN GENERAL, BOTH AS REGARDS RAW MATERIALS, 

AGRICULTURE AND FOOD AND ALSO THE CREATION OF NEW, 

MORE JUST AND RATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS IN THE 
WORLD, AS WELL AS LONG-TERM, LARGE-SCALE CO- 
OPERATION AND THE REALIZATION OF BILATERAL AND 
MULTILATERAL PROJECTS ON A COMPENSATION AL BASIS; 

(C) TO PURSUE NEGOTIATIONS WITH A VIEW TO THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A STABLE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY 
SYSTEM, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE DECISIONS ADOPTED 
BY THE INTER-PARLIAMENTARY COUNCIL AT ITS MEETING 
IN GENEVA IN THE AUTUMN OF 1973; 
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(D) TO PROMOTE STRICT ENERGY-SAVING MEASURES AND 
CO-OPERATE IN RESEARCH TO FIND ECONOMICALLY 
FEASIBLE ALTERNATIVE SOURCES OF ENERGY, PARTICULARLY 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF NON-POLLUTING AND INEXHAUSTIBLE 
SOURCES, SUCH AS HYDRO-ELECTRIC, WIND, SOLAR AND 
OTHER SIMILAR SOURCES OF ENERGY; 

(E) TO INSTITUTE BROAD ALT .-EUROPEAN SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNICAL CO-OPERATION AND TO TAKE MEASURES WHICH 
WOULD FACILITATE THE PRACTICAL UTILIZATION OF 

THE RESULTS OF RESEARCH, ESPECIALLY IN 
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- FACILITATING PATENT CO-OPERATION, 

- HARMONIZING STANDARDS, 

- EXPANDING CO-OPERATION AMONG SCIENTISTS AND 
RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS; 

(F) TO INTENSIFY AND PROVIDE FOR THE EXCHANGE OF 
INFORMATION AND FOR OTHER MEASURES AMONG THE 
COUNTRIES, ACCORDING TO THEIR POTENTIALITIES AND 
POSSIBILITIES, ON ENDEAVOURS TO CHECK INFLATION 
AND REDUCE UNEMPLOYMENT, SINCE THE GOALS OF 
DETENTE CANNOT BE ATTAINED WITHOUT A MORE LASTING 
AND STABLE ECONOMIC GROWTH OF THE EUROPEAN COUNTRIES

OF AMERICA AND CANADA, AS WELL AS TO THE VARIOUS 
EXISTING EUROPEAN PARLIAMENTARY ASSEMBLIES, TO 
INTENSIFY BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL MUTUAL 
CONTACTS AND THE EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION AND 
VIEWS ON ACTIVITIES IN THE FIELD OF ALT .-EUROPEAN 
CO-OPERATION AND THE STRENGTHENING OF SECURITY 
IN EUROPE, INCLUDING THE HOLDING OF SEMINARS 
OR ROUND-TABLE DISCUSSIONS ON SPECIFIC ASPECTS

WITH A VIEW TO ENABLING THE NATIONAL GROUPS 
OF THE EUROPEAN COUNTRIES, THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICAN AND CANADA TO CONSULT ONE ANOTHER 
AND, IN PARTICULAR, TO ASSESS THE PROGRESS MADE 
IN IMPLEMENTING THE FINDINGS OF THE CSCE AS 
WELL AS THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE HELSINKI 
AND BELGRADE INTER PARLIAMENTARY CONFERENCES; 

(B) TO ESTABLISH, IF NECESSARY, AFTER AN APPROPRIATE 
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LAPSE OF TIME, A TEMPORARY AD HOC STUDY COMMITTEE 
ON THE SUBIECT OF EUROPEAN CO-OPERATION AND SECURITY; 

3. CONSIDERS THAT THE GROUPS CONCERNED SHOULD THEN STUDY 
THE FEASIBILITY OF RECOMMENDING TO THE COUNCIL THE 
CONVOCATION OF A NEW EUROPEAN CONFERENCE ON AN 
AD HOC BASIS, IN ORDER TO CONSOLIDTE THE RESULTS OF 
THE CSCE, ON THE UNDERSTANDING THAT THERE BE PREVIOUS 
AGREEMENT ON AN AGENDA WHICH IS BOTH SPECIFIC AND 
SUITABLE FOR EFFECTIVE PARLIAMENTARY ACTION.
